Her feat- 
ures also Include lhe ability to 
remain over the borehole even 
during a six-point storm. The rig 
on her deck allows prospecting 
In sea waters as deep as 300 
metres. 

In addition lo drilling vessels, 
organizations involved In ma- 
rina development are provided 
with ships for prospecting, ma- 
rine construction, transporta- 
tion and accommodation of per- 
sonnel. The recently commis- 
sioned "Sprut" ship la equipped 
with a deep water complex, al- 
lowing divers to work . at con- 
siderable depths. They can use 
hmnlpulatore to operate under- 
water equipment or build pipe- 
lines.

The theoretical reasoning ol 
these armchair strategists could 
be likened to that ot modern mi- 
litary theologians, who are some- 
limes compared to medieval 
monks, when they debated how 
many , angels could be placed on 
a needle point. 

A malar difference here, how- 
ever, Is that fhe monks' specu- 
lation remained in the mind 
while the strategists have lha 
material means to check out 
Ihetr Ideas— and there Is always 
the danger feet these means will 
be pul to use, i,e„ .the danger 
of miscalculation. 

This danger becomes ell the 
greeter when the political leader 
allows himself to be led by 
those strategists. 

In the present world there Is 
a military and strategic balance 
between tho USA and the USSR, 
between the NATO countries and 
the Warsaw Treaty . countries. In 
such conditions speaking about 
■ me necessity of "catching' up" 
fee other side which has alia-
